$190,000.00  Rationale:  First Smiles Oral Health Program provides preventative dental health education, oral screening, and 
referral to dentist and fluoride varnishing to children birth to age five.  

 Brief Description: Cavities can be prevented with early dental visits, topical exposure to fluoride, brushing, flossing, 
healthy diets and education. The First Smiles Program provides education and prevention services to childcare 
providers/educators on the importance of preventative oral health care and how to recognize and understand oral 
diseases and conditions. The program educates childcare providers on how to talk to parents on the importance of oral 
health care and how to explain what preventative oral health care includes. In addition, the program conducts outreach 
to dentists and other professionals encouraging them to address the oral health needs of children, birth to age five. 
Also pregnant mothers will be served through the program. 

 Anticipated Outcomes: The First Smiles Program identifies early education to children being essential to lifetime 
behavior changes in children, lessens the fear of dentists, and engages children in their own oral care. Education will 
be provided to Parents, Caregivers, Professionals and others working with children up to age five utilizing educational 
tools such as the North Carolina Baby Oral Health Kit and the Arizona Oral Health Curriculum. Program participants 
will be encourage to promote dental visits by age one.  

 Collaboration: Established collaborations with over 30 agencies and community groups within Cochise County and 
across the State.  

 Impacts:  Target Service numbers will be met by the SOW: 1,500 Children (Birth to five) receiving oral health 
screenings/varnishes, 60 expectant mothers, 42 participating dental professionals and 2,500 adults.

Childhood tooth decay (cavities) is one of the most common preventable diseases. Tooth decay may cause pain where the child may not be able to speak, eat, or sleep properly. Poor dental 

hygiene may even lead to more chronic illnesses. The First Smiles Program will provide preventative dental health education and fluoride varnishing to children birth to five in Cochise County. 

This program will target caregivers (parents, guardians, child care), professionals and pregnant women through outreach programs. Outreach programs directly bring the education and services to 

the people. Cavities can be prevented with early dental visits, brushing, flossing healthy diets and education. The First Smiles Program of Cochise County will provide education and prevention 

services so that children will have good oral health to be healthy and ready to learn.  

First Smiles Oral Health Program provides preventative dental health education, oral screening, referral 

to dentist and fluoride varnishing to children birth to age five. Cavities can be prevented with early 

dental visits, topical exposure to fluoride, brushing, flossing, healthy diets and education. The First 

Smiles Program provides education and prevention services to childcare providers/educators on the 

importance of preventative oral health care and how to recognize and understand oral diseases and 

conditions. The program educates childcare providers on how to talk to parents on the importance of oral 

health care and how to explain what preventative oral health care includes. In addition, the program 

conducts outreach to dentists and other professionals encouraging them to address the oral health needs 

of children, birth to age five.

The grantee 

is on target for meeting the contracted service units.
